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CLRK Faces Delay; 
KLOR in Operation 


CLRK, Clarke's student operated 
radio station will broadcast before 
the end of the fall semester accor- 
ding to Dr. Michael Turney, chair- 
man of the college’s journal- 
ism/communications department. 
The station is located on the second 
floor of Eliza Kelly Hall. 

The station's fate has been un- 
clear since its broadcast folding last 
November due to lack of funds. 

Senior communications major 
Marilyn Cook, news director of 
CLRK last fall, said that the equip- 
ment failure forced the station to 
shut down. “We were working with 
old equipment, the turntables were 
ruining the records, and the quality 
of listening was poor,” stated Cook. 

Technical difficulties with the 
equipment have delayed CLRK’s 
operation. Until a technician 
analyzes the equipment problems 
and estimates repair and replace- 
ment costs, Turney said no action 
can be taken. He added that the 
equipment situation could be as- 
sessed in a matter of weeks. 

Broadcast began at 11:00 a.m. 
Monday, September 25, for KLOR, 
the Loras College radio station. 


KLOR programming airs seven.

days a week from 11:00 a.m. to 
12:00 a.m. Clarke students tune in- 
to the AM station by turning their 
dials to 970 while KLOR can be 
heard on the Loras campus at 630 or 
1260. 

KLOR programming is a mix- 
ture of disco, jazz, and rock 'n roll 
music. National and tri-college 
news, along with sports analysis and 
weather, round out the regular 
broadcast day. 

Special programs include ‘3344’ 
(the album of the week), featured 
artists, and the week's top twenty ar- 
tists. 

President and General Manager 
of KLOR, Chris Mares, said the sta- 
tion is in the process of setting up a 
portable disco program for the tri- 
college community. 

Located on the top floor of the 
Loras College Student Center, 
KLOR is run by the station’s exec- 
utive board. Its working member- 
ship totals approximately 40. Those 
working at KLOR were chosen on 
the basis of a two-week training ses- 
sion. 

Representatives from the Univer- 
sity of Dubuque's radio station, 
WGVJU, could not be reached for 
comment.

payment on the CBH debt amount- 
ed to $563,493.

The remaining half of the mon- 
ies will be placed in the college 
plant fund. The plant fund is a sep- 
arate account maintained for ex- 
penditures on major repairs need- 
ed on campus. , 

Pitz said the developers initially 
inquired about purchasing the 
land last spring. Other bids on the 
property were accepted. 

According to the 1976-78 Clarke 
catalog, purchase of the land in 
March 1970, doubled the size of the 
campus.
